"We're 
moving  ahead  with  the  cost  estimates  for  the  two  schools 
...  but  we  won't  know  what  the  reimbursement  rate  will 
be  until  after  Town  Meeting.  We'll  have  some  idea  of  what 
it's  going  to  cost ...  but  the  local  reimbursement  rate  for 
schools  is  based  on  a  town's  per  capita  income  level.  The 
(ORR)  regional  (project)  is  set  at  68  percent ...  but  we 
won't  have  the  local  reimbursement  rate  until  this  law  has 
been  codified." 

There  was  some  concern  expressed  from  those 
present  at  the  meeting  that  this  might  jeopardize  the  local 
school  project,  but  Selectman  Andrews  said  this  shouldn't

"We're  fortunate  in  Mattapoisett  that  we  have 
two  (local  school)  sites,"  he  said.  "I've  been  told  it's  easier 
to  build  for  400  or  500  students  at  one  location  than  800  or 
more  at  a  single  site.  In  two  years,  students  in  Grade  3  at 
Center  School  won't  have  enough  room  at  Old 
Hammondtown  School.  We're  just  out  of  space.  The  (new) 
building  will,  hopefully,  meet  our  needs  for  the  next  50 
years." 

At  7:30  pm  the  board  met  with  State 
Representative  William  Straus,  Housing  Authority 
member  Margaret  DeMello,  and  Housing  Authority 
Director  Louise  Sousa  regarding  plans  to  apply  for  a 
Community  Block  Grant  for  renovations  to  the 
Mattapoisett  Housing  for  the  Elderly.

Ms.  Sousa  said  that  with  assistance  from 
Representative  Straus,  the  Mattapoisett  Elderly  Housing 
Authority  hopes  to  submit  a  grant  application  to  the  state 
for  comprehensive  improvements  that  will  include  such 
things  as:  installing  a  new  sprinkler  system;  a  second 
means  of  egress  at  the  back  of  the  facility;  GFI  outlets  in 
the  kitchens;  an  elevator;  roof  and  siding  improvements; 
and  outside  insulation.  The  senior  housing  complex  is 
currently  at  full  capacity,  and  they  have  another  twelve 
potential  residents  on  a  waiting  list. 

Ms.  Sousa  requested  support  from  the  board  and 
their  consent  to  accept  the  grant,  if  approved,  on  behalf  of 
the  Mattapoisett  Housing  Authority.

Committee  on  Local  Affairs  wrote:  "I  am  writing  to  warn 
you  of  the  negative  impact  such  legislation  would  have 
on  your  authority  to  'reasonably  regulate'  the  placement, 
height,  bulk  and  related  aspects  of  wireless  facilities.  This 
letter  and  accompanying  material  are  designed  to  alert 
and  inform  you  of  the  facts." 

Chairman  Schaefer  proposed  that  the  board 
forward  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  the  Planning  Board  so  that 
they  may  review  it  and  look  into  this  matter  further.

One  last  piece  of  business  to  come  before  the 
board:  Chairman  Schaefer  shared  a  letter  that  was 
addressed  to  Mr.  Pickles  from  Michele  Briasco-Brin  of  Fall 
River  who  provided  a  response  to  the  board's  decision  to 
destroy  an  Akita  dog  that  recently  attacked  a  woman  and 
previously  attacked  another  smaller  dog.  Ms.  Briasco-Brin 
was  upset  by  the  board's  decision  and  stated:  "This  dog  is 
being  punished  because  of  his  owner's  negligence  and 
refusal  to  keep  his  dog  restrained."  She  offered  the  board 
information  about  the  Best  Friends  Animal  Sanctuary 
located  in  Utah,  where  people  take  in  animals  such  as  this 
dog  and  provide  them  a  proper  environment.  She  also 
offered  to  step  in  on  behalf  of  the  dog  to  file  an  appeal  on 
the  decision  to  destroy  it  if  the  owner  had  not  yet  done  so. 
According  to  Chairman  Schaefer,  the  owner  has  filed  for 
an  appeal.

Except  as  provided 
below  in  subsection  5,  the  reconstruction, 
extension,  or  structural  change  of  a 
nonconforming  structure  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  increase  an  existing  nonconformity,  or 
create  a  new  nonconformity,  including  the 
extension  of  an  exterior  wall  at  or  along  the 
same  nonconforming  distance  within  a 
required  yard,  shall  require  the  issuance  of  a 
Variance  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

5.  Nonconforming  Single  and  Two  Family 
Residential  Structures.  Nonconforming  single 
and  two  family  residential  structures  may  be 
reconstructed,  extended,  altered,  or 
structurally  changed  upon  a  determination 
that  such  proposed  reconstruction,  extension, 
alteration,  or  change  does  not  increase  the 
nonconforming  nature  of  said  structure,  and 
the  issuance  of  a  building  permit  where 
applicable.  The  Board  of  Appeals  may  by 
special  permit  allow  such  reconstruction, 
extension,  alteration,  or  change  where  it 
determines  that  the  proposed  modification 
will  not  be  substantially  more  detrimental 
than  the  existing  nonconforming  structure  to 
the  neighborhood. 

6.  Abandonment  or  Non-Use.  A 
nonconforming  use  or  structure  which  has 
been  abandoned,  or  not  used  for  a  period  of 
two  years,  shall  lose  its  protected  status  and 
be  subject  to  all  of  the  provisions  of  this 
zoning  by-law. 


7.  Catastrophe  or  Demolition.  Any 
nonconforming  structure  may  be 
reconstructed  after  a  fire,  explosion,  or  other 
catastrophe,  or  after  demolition,  provided 
that  such  reconstruction  is  completed  within 
twelve  months  after  such  catastrophe  or

■  Boiler  Room.  Starring  Giovanni  Ribisi,  Nia 

Long,  and  Vin  Diesel.  Directed  by  Ben  Younger. 
Running  time:  1 10  minutes.  MPAA  rating:  R. 
At  Cinema  140  in  New  Bedford. 

Should  a  movie  be  slammed  for  being 
derivative  if  it  wears  its  influences  on  its  sleeve 
—  if  it  even  goes  so  far  as  to  cite  its  influences 
within  its  own  scenes  and  dialogue?  It  depends. 
SuAngers,  for  instance,  struck  me  as  a  shallow 
film  importing  quotes  from  Reservoir  Dogs  and 
GoodFeUas  simply  so  that  we'd  recognize  them 
and  feel  hip.  Boikr  Room  is  another  story.  The 
barking  young  stockbrokers  in  Boiler  Room  an 
energizing  and  confident  debut  by  writer- 
director  Ben  Younger,  have  seen  Oliver  Stone's 
WallStreetand  thenlm  version  of  David  Mamet's 
Glengarry  Glen  Ross.  They  didn't  get  the 
message  of  those  movies,  though;  all  they  took 
away  was  the  romance  of  greed,  the  giddy 
avarice  of  the  decade  of  conspicuous 
consumption. 

Our  young  hero  here  is  Seth  Davis 
(Giovanni  Ribisi,  the  medic  in  Saving  Private 
Ryan),  who  ditched  college  after  a  year  and 
runs  a  thriving  backroom  casino  out  of  his 
apartment  One  night,  an  old  friend  (Jamie 
Kennedy)  comes  to  Seth's  casino  with  an 
acquaintance:  Greg  (Nicky  Katt),  a  brooding 
stockbroker  for  a  small  firm  on  Long  Island. 
Seduced  by  the  promise  of  quick  money,  and 
looking  for  a  way  to  win  the  approval  of  his 
hard-nosed  father  (Ron  Rifkin).  Seth  easily 
buys  into  the  firm's  spiel.  Soon  enough,  he's  on 
the  phone  getting  investors  to  buy  into  it,  too. 

BoUer  Room  is  a  skillful  and  convincing 
rise-and-fall  story.  When  Seth  is  hired  as  a 
trainee  broker  and  sits  in  the  hectic  office 
learning  the  ropes,  we're  fascinated  the  way  we 
always  are:  I  admire  movies  that  pause  and  tell 
me  exactly  how  things  work.  There  are  scenes 
in  which  Seth  rattles  off  paragraphs  of  insider 
gibberish  over  the  phone;  sometimes  it  sounds 
like  abstract  white-boy  hip-hop,  while  other 
times  you  surprise  yourself  by  actually 
understanding  what  he's  saying,  based  on  the 
bits  and  pieces  of  inside  info  you've  picked  up. 

Ben  Younger  has  an  easy  way  with 
dialogue,  both  in  and  out  of  the  office.  The 
macho  contests  are  inspired  by  Mamet,  of 
course,  but  they  have  a  uniquely  late-'90s  spin: 
Younger  nails  the  comedy  of  rich  white  guys 
trying  to  sound  black.  The  scenes  between 
Seth  and  Abby  (Nia  Long),  a  secretary  at  the 
firm,  have  an  intelligent  intimacy;  the  people  in 
this  movie  (except  when  lying  on  the  phone  for 
their  living)  communicate  with  a  sharp 


directness  —  Younger  packs  a  lot  into  a  few 
words.  Best  of  all.  perhaps,  are  Ben  Affleck's 
handful  of  scenes  as  the  firm's  recruiter; 
Younger  obviously  had  fun  rewriting  Alec 
Baldwin's  classic  speech  in  Glengarry,  and 
Affleck,  locking  in  on  each  sentence  like  a 
tailgunner,  takes  such  pleasure  in  the  homage 
that  only  a  grouch  could  really  object  to  it  as  a 
swipe.  (Part  of  the  joke  is  that  Affleck's  character 
knows  it's  a  swipe,  as  does  everyone  else  in  the 
room.) 

As  he  proved  in  Saving  Private  Ryan  and 
subUrbia,  Giovanni  Ribisi  is  an  interesting, 
low-key  presence;  you  never  catch  him  acting, 
or  trying  too  hard  for  our  approval.  That's  why 
the  subplot  involving  his  distant  dad,  with  its 
facile  attendant  psychobabble  about  Seth's 
childhood  bike  accident,  is  a  bit  of  a  bummer. 
Ribisi  doesn't  seem  the  type  to  care  what  his 
dad  or  anyone  else  thinks,  and  in  at  least  one 
scene,  when  Seth  falls  apart  in  front  of  his 
father,  the  actor  falters.  Despite  Ron  Rifkin's 
crisp,  entertaining  performance  as  the  father, 
I  would've  liked  to  see  more  scenes  between 
Seth  and  Abby,  or  between  Seth  and  his  two 
competing  father  figures  at  the  firm,  Greg  and 
Chris  (Vin  Diesel),  who  squabble  over  his  loyalty. 

In  the  end,  of  course,  Seth  sees  the  error 
of  his  ways;  the  movie  pauses  every  so  often  to 
put  a  human  face  on  those  on  the  other  end  of 
Seth's  manipulations,  and  we  feel  a  twinge  of 
shame  because  we've  been  enjoying  Seth's 
games  and  scams.  (There's  one  classic  scene  in 
which  Seth,  by  now  an  experienced  hustler, 
bullies  a  telemarketer  into  making  a  better 
sales  pitch  to  him.)  That's  the  real  triumph  of 
Boiler  Room  It  catches  us  taking  pleasure  in 
these  scams  that  destroy  lives,  then  shows  us 
the  human  cost  —  yet  still  doesn't  deny  that 
when  these  guys  are  hot  and  on  a  roll,  they're 
riding  a  high  better  than  anything  else  they've 
experienced.  Money  is  almost  just  a  perk:  it's 
really  about  the  flamboyant  theater  of  closing 
the  deal.
